Petition for alcohol referendum started locally 

Liquor vote on tap?

By next year’s Super Bowl, NFL 
championship parties could be cele¬ 
brated with beer bought in Crittenden 
County if a local group of citizens has 
its way. 

Several Crittenden Countians have 
banded together ready to again put al¬ 
cohol back on the ballot. Citizens for 
Progress, reviving the name from the 
group in 2000 that unsuccessfully lob¬ 
bied to allow limited liquor sales in the 
county, began circulating petitions for 
an alcohol referendum this week. The 
proposal calls for a countywide vote to 
allow both package and by-the-drink 
sale of beer and liquor. 

“I just felt it was the time to do it 
with others having passed it,” said or¬ 
ganizer Jerritt Hovey-Brown, referring 
to both Princeton and Lyon County 
voters who recently passed similar 
measures. “I didn’t see why we

couldn’t do it again. There’s been a lot 
of chatter on social media after the 
Lyon County vote.” 

It was last month when Lyon 
County approved its referendum on 
countywide alcohol sales. 

“It seems like Crittenden County is 
the last to do everything,” Hovey- 
Brown said. 

There hasn’t been an alcohol refer¬ 
endum in Crittenden County in more 
than a dozen years. That measure in 
2000, which called for by-the-drink 
sales in qualifying restaurants only, 
failed 1,622 to 2,314, with a 71 per¬ 
cent turnout in the general election. 


Lucy Tedrick, a minister who 
headed the temperance movement 
then, joked Monday that she had 
hoped alcohol would not come to a 
vote in Crittenen County until after 
she was dead. She vowed, however, to 
again lead the fight against liquor sales 
or help in anyway possible. 

“I’ll fight it with everything I can,” 
she said. “It took a lot of money last 
time, and I hope we can do it again.” 

In 2000, Citizens for a Safe, Healthy 
Dry County, the political issue com¬ 
mittee opposing liquor sales, raised 
$4,824. Their counterpart, Citizens for 
Progress, collected just $98 less— 



$4,726 according to figures from the 
Kentucky Secretary of State’s office. 

Hovey-Brown and the pro-alcohol 
group will need to gather 971 certifi¬ 
able signatures from registered voters 
of Crittenden County within the next 
six months. That is 25 percent of the 
total who voted in last year’s presiden¬ 
tial election. “I’m aiming for 1,025,” 
said Hovey-Brown. 

If that many names sign on to send

More than 30 attend meeting on protecting 2nd Amendment

You will be hard-pressed to find a 
person of either major political party 
in Crittenden County willing to cede 
ground on their Second Amendment 
right to keep and bear arms. And 
those who might be in favor of tighter 
restrictions on firearms and ammu¬ 
nition sales certainly don’t seem 
eager to stick their head above the 
trenches to voice their opinion. 

Crittenden County Republican 
Party hosted a community meeting 
on Jan. 29 centered around Second 
Amendment gun rights and 10th 
Amendment states rights. Thirty- 
three people, both Republicans and 
Democrats, attended the meeting. No 
one spoke out during the meeting in 
opposition to efforts to keep current 
gun laws unchanged. 

“Our politics stop when you start 
infringing on our constitutional 
rights,” county GOP Secretary Don 
Gatewood told the crowd gathered in 
the judge-executive’s office. Gate- 
wood was speaking to the often divi¬ 
sive philosophical differences 
between the Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican parties. 

Most of those gathered at last 
week’s forum were keen on joiniing 
the fight to curtail any proposed re-

strictions on gun ownership issued 
out of Washington, primarily from 
President Barack Obama and other 
prominent Democrats. 

“Leave my Second Amendment 
rights alone,” Shady Grove resident 
Sid Bean said, aiming his comments 
at Capitol Hill and the White House. 
“Stay out of Kentucky.” 

U.S. Sen. Dianne Feinstein (D- 
California) has already introduced 
legislation in Congress that would 


prohibit the sale of 157 specified gun 
models, including the much-ma¬ 
ligned AR-15, a semi-automatic rifle 
used in recent mass shootings, in¬ 
cluding the one in Newtown, Conn., 
that killed 26 last December. 

“Our personal rights are being 
eroded every day; I don’t care if it’s 
from a Republican or Democrat,” 
said Marty Kares-Workman, chair¬ 
man of the local GOP. “There’s only 
one person that can stop it...look in 
the mirror.” 

Party officials urged those at the- 
meeting to write their state and fed¬ 
eral lawmakers, demanding 
protection of personal liberties, par¬ 
ticularly those found in the Second 
and 10th amendments to the U.S. 
Constitution. They also drafted vol¬ 
unteers to pass around a petition to 
be sent to state legislators demand¬ 
ing Frankfort do all it can to protect 
firearms and states rights. 

The people behind this statewide 
petition plan to have a face-to-face 
meeting with lawmakers in the near 
future to discuss further action on 
protecting the Second Amendment, 
Kares-Workman said. 

“There are several states trying to 
stop the federal government at the

Board musters 
funds to retain 
two nurses for 
school clinics

A funding partnership between 
the local boards of education and 
health will allow Crittenden County 
School District to maintain health 
clinics at the elementary and mid¬ 
dle/high schools at a level still bene¬ 
ficial to students. 

Last Thursday, Crittenden 
County Board of Education opted to 
amend its contract with the Pen- 
nyrile District Health Department to 
staff the health clinics. The regional 
health agency, suffering through a 
budget crisis, will be given an addi¬ 
tional $25,000 to keep a full-time 
nurse at both the elementary school 
and middle school, which also serves 
the adjoining high school’s medical 
needs. 

The fee will be split evenly be¬ 
tween the board of education and 
Crittenden County Board of Health. 

Schools Superintendent Dr. 
Rachel Yarbrough said the district is 
grateful to the little-known board of 
health for its commitment. 

"We've never really been in the sit¬ 
uation to ask for help," she said. 
"They stepped up and matched the 
funding the board of education 
needed." 

The school nurses serve the med¬ 
ical needs of students from dispens¬ 
ing medication to bandaging scrapes. 
Yarbrough believes the array of clin¬ 
ical services provided are too Impor¬ 
tant to simply abandon or cripple by 
cutting nursing staff. 

"I think the school nursing pro¬ 
gram offers another layer of health 
prevention and response to stu¬ 
dents," she said, adding that having 
a medical expert on hand for all three

County prepped 
for disaster better 
than ever; are you? 

Without a doubt, our county charges are better 
prepared for a disaster—whether manmade or 
natural—than at any point in history. Those who 
lived the ice storms of four and five years ago—at 
about this same time on the calendar—should 
take solace that lessons learned from that county¬ 
wide disaster were invaluable to local emergency 
personnel and municipal officials. The fact that no 
one died in the prolonged 2009 suffering is testa¬ 
ment to their planning and readiness. 

Since then, our leaders have taken notes and 
tweaked that success. Our emergency workers, 
law enforcement, utility crews, emergency opera¬ 
tions center, lines of communication and re¬ 
sponse equipment are better than ever. With 
recent measures such as the severe weather 
sirens placed around the county and the newly- 
activated local emergency planning committee, 
precaution could not be much better. 

But the one word that makes all local officials 
shake in their shoes, pardon the pun, is “earth¬ 
quake.” Today (Thursday), marks The Great Cen¬ 
tral U.S. ShakeOut, a nine-state effort to drill and 
prepare residents, particularly those near the 
volatile New Madrid seismic zone, for “the big 
one.” More than a half-million Kentuckians have 
signed on to participate in the ShakeOut. Gov. 
Steve Beshear has also declared February as 
Earthquake Awareness Month in Kentucky. 

But all the preparation and equipment cannot 
save lives without additional help...from you. 
Should the New Madrid fault let loose the same 
fury of 200 years ago, Crittenden County will long 
be cut off from significant outside help. Memphis, 
St. Louis, Nashville, even Paducah, Henderson, 
Madisonville and Hopkinsville, as population cen¬ 
ters, will understandably get first dibs on aid. 

So, is your family prepared for any emergency 
or disaster that could have you cut off from res¬ 
cue for multiple days? Sadly, most of us are not. 


U.S. focus on 


So much to talk about, so 
little time. As we have all 
seen, the current presiden¬ 
tial administration hates to 
let a crisis go to waste and 
enjoys rushing legislation to 
passage without it being 
read. The issue I wish to ad¬ 
dress is much of the same. 
The president, encouraged 
by the leadership in the U.S. 
Senate and a truly loyal op¬ 
position, seems to believe 
that he can get something 
done about so-called gun 
control even if it has no im¬ 
pact on violence people per¬ 
petrate against one another 
with a gun. 

The incremental disman¬ 
tling of our constitutional 
freedoms by the federal gov¬ 
ernment is truly frightening 
and increasing. 

Some will call me a liar 
when I tell you that we, the 
people, have lost many of the 
rights granted in the First 
Amendment of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution and face an all-out 
assault on the Second 
Amendment. 

Be that as it may, let’s 
discuss the First Amend¬ 
ment. Contrary to the true 
purpose of the news media, 
can anyone dispute that the 
majority are little more than 
the communication depart¬ 
ment of the current adminis¬ 
tration? Even the president 
complains that if he could 
just get Fox News and con¬ 
servative talk radio on his 
side everything would be 
right with the world. 

Can anyone argue that re¬ 
ligious freedom was not un¬ 
dermined when the federal 
government ordained that 
religious organizations must 
provide birth control of one 
sort or another through 
health insurance to their 
employees? Can anyone 



argue that we may have lost 
the right to peaceably as¬ 
semble with the passage of 
the Federal Restricted Build¬ 
ings and Grounds Improve¬ 
ment Act of 2011, the law 
that could make it a crime to 
peacefully protest if the Se¬ 
cret Service is on the scene.

Chicago Demo¬ 
cratic Mayor Rahm 
Emanuel, who is also former 
White House Chief of Staff 
for President Obama, first 
asks banks to blacklist gun 
companies and stop doing 
business with them unless 
they back Obama’s gun con¬ 
trol proposals. Then he asks 
mutual funds to pull invest¬ 
ments from the same com¬ 
panies. This from the mayor 
of the city with some of, if 
not the most, restrictive gun 
laws in the country and also 
the highest handgun murder 
rate in the country. 

Then we have New York 
Democratic mayoral candi¬ 
date Bill De Blasio pressur¬ 
ing investment firms to pull 
back funding from the same

companies. 

Meanwhile, Democratic 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein intro¬ 
duces a bill to ban “assault 
weapons,” which may be the 
beginning of the end of the 
Second Amendment. I don’t 
know about you, but I would 
really like the definition of an 
assault weapon. If someone 
is beaten to death with a 
baseball bat, is that not an 
assault weapon? How about 
the man who recently beat 
an Illinois woman to death 
with a shovel, is the shovel 
not an assault weapon? 

Don’t you think if we, as a 
society, are going to discuss 
this issue, shouldn’t we ad¬ 
dress the real problem 
rather than the inanimate 
object used by the person 
committing the crime? I 
would really like to under¬ 
stand how one thinks that if 
you simply ban an object or 
make it illegal that the so- 
called problem that the ob¬ 
ject supposedly creates 
somehow will disappear. 

That hasn’t worked so well 
with heroin, marijuana, alco¬ 
hol or the first assault 
weapons ban, which was 
also introduced by Sen. Fe¬ 
instein. 

Considering the multitude 
of important issues that 
keep the American people 
bouncing around like ping 
pong balls in a bingo ma¬ 
chine, is a national debate 
about the amount of car¬ 
tridges a magazine holds re¬ 
ally what our nation should 
be focused on at this time or 
is something more sinister 
afoot? 

Please don’t misunder¬ 
stand me on this issue; I 
grieve for the loss of inno¬ 
cent lives at the hands of the

insane, but don’t get me 
started on the loss of inno¬ 
cent lives because that is an¬ 
other subject I completely 
and emphatically disagree 
with this administration on. 

We have enormous simul¬ 
taneous issues to address: 
immigration reform; the as¬ 
tronomical debt; deficits and 
unfunded mandates; a fed¬

ment on our Second 
Amendment rights and move 
to other pressing issues 
where their actions may ac¬ 
tually have a positive impact.

to keep the county as dry as 
a Texas summer is an un¬ 
derstatement. The measure 
lost by a 2-to-3 margin. 

The current proposal for 
alcohol sales is in its in¬ 
fancy, with the petition for 
referendum just having been 
started. Like a favorite bar¬ 
tender, the proposal offers a 
more liberal serving than 
before—package and by-the- 
drink sale of liquor and 
beer. The pro-alcohol voice 
is swinging for the fences 
this time. 

I was there in 2000 as a 


member of the Citizens for 
Progress committee. To say 
that the thought of a brew 
at the ballpark on a sunny 
day or to take the edge off a 
bad day didn't still appeal to 
my senses, I would be lying. 
But having been there and 
back, I am quite satisfied at 
the resounding message vot¬ 
ers so long ago sent: Not in 
our back yard. I feel safe in 
predicting the same out¬ 
come again in 2013. 

The conservative nature 
of this community remains 
as it did 12 years ago, yet to 
have cycled out; and the 
half-generation of conserva¬ 
tive voters lost since 2000 
has largely been replaced by 
those who have grown con¬ 
servative with time. In fact, 
yours truly, having a little 
more seasoning and under¬ 
standing of the community, 
would not be inclined to vote 
for the measure should it 


reach the ballot. Like 
ketchup on ice cream, it’s 
just not a fit for the palate of 
the community as a whole. 

But don't anyone fool 
himself. A liquor store on 
every corner and tap in 
every restaurant is not going 
to alter drinking habits 
around here. This county is 
already full of people who 
enjoy a nip or two...or too 
many. Right now, it’s simply 
imported and consumed be¬ 
hind closed doors or at re¬ 
mote campsites. 

Also don't anyone fool 
himself that alcohol will be a 
magic elixir to the economy. 
Revenue generated for local 
government would be negli¬ 
gible, and unlike Princeton 
or Eddyville/Kuttawa, we 
have no interstate or park¬ 
way to lure passers by. It 
seems our only tourist at¬ 
traction of note is the 
county’s unique Amish cul¬ 


ture... not something that 
brings people around for a 
belt, a swig or a shot. 

In my eyes, about the 
only thing alcohol sales in 
Crittenden County would do 
is cut down on the amount 
of gas burned on beer 
runs—a proud victory for 
the Green Movement—and 
earn those holding a liquor 
license a wage or few extra 
bucks. 

What the months leading 
up to the vote will undoubt¬ 
edly bring is another divi¬ 
sive, bitter battle that forces 
closet drinkers to cloak 
themselves in temperance 
lest they be found out; a 
crusade that fills the pulpits 
with weekly fodder; and a 
salvo of sharp arrows from 
the yes camp who will bark 
at how backward and hypo¬ 
critical the people of Critten¬ 
den County are. 

Alcohol can be a fickle 


beast. In moderation and 
treated with caution, it can 
be as harmless as grape 
juice at communion and 
rather enjoyable to some. It, 
too, can destroy families, kill 
innocent victims of drivers 
under the influence and 
lower inhibitions to a point 
of negative return. 

With the outcome of any 
alcohol referendum in Crit¬ 
tenden County in little 
doubt, I just hope the tem¬ 
perance movement comes 
up with a shorter name this 
time around. 

So again, when it comes 
to the local alcohol issue, 
are you a half-empty or half- 
full kind of person?

opinions. I don’t want it to be 
like last time.” 

Hovey-Brown was a soph¬ 
omore at Crittenden County 
High School in November 
2000 when the last alcohol 
referendum voted on. She is 
well aware of potential “back¬ 
lash and mudslinging” but 
believes she is prepared. 

“I’m not going to be a part 
of that,” she said. 

County Clerk Carolyn By¬ 
ford has other worries. 

“I’m concerned about the 


cost to the county,” she said. 

The cost of last May’s pri¬ 
mary election in Crittenden 
County was almost $14,000. 
Since there are no elections 
scheduled in 2013, the alco¬ 
hol referendum could not be 
held in conjuction with a pri¬ 
mary or general election like 
in 2000, so a special election 
would be called for. 

Hovey-Brown is aware of 
the cost, but believes the sale 
of alcohol will pay off in the 
long run through increased 
tourism and patronage of 
local restaurants and stores. 

“The reason I’m wanting to 
do this is for the economic 
benefit,” she said, adding that 
drinkers are simply spending 
their money out of town. 
“Right now, those dollars are 
leaving the county, not com¬ 
ing in.” 

Neither Marion Tourism 
Commission nor Crittenden 
County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce are behind the petition 
at this time. The tourism 
commission has not met to 
discuss the matter since the 
petition circulation began. 

However, on Tuesday 
morning, Chamber President 
Jeff Ellis did bring the matter 
before his board during then- 
regular monthly meeting. 

“The chamber has no posi¬ 
tion (on the matter),” said Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Susan 
Alexander after the meeting. 

Tedrick said the matter of 
alcohol sales is of both social 
and religious concern to her.

hand. “I know what it does to 
people.” 

Should the measure reach 
the ballot and pass, the num¬ 
ber of liquor licenses issued 
by the Kentucky Department 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control 
would be based on the 
county’s population, which is 
estimated to 
be 9,336 by 
the U.S. Cen¬ 
sus Bureau. 

That 
would allow 
for four retail 
package 
liquor li¬ 
censes and 
three retail 
drink liquor 
licenses. Based on Marion’s 
status as a fourth-class, no 
more than $600 could be 
levied for a license. That fee is 
the only money that would di¬ 
rectly benefit local govern¬ 
ment. Neither the county nor 
city could derive tax revenue 
from the sale of alcohol. 

State-imposed taxes, 
meantime, would go to the 
Kentucky Revenue Cabinet in 
Frankfort. 

Crittenden County is one 
of 24 dry counties in the com¬ 
monwealth, eight of which are 
in western Kentucky. The 
only bordering county with¬ 
out some type of alcohol sales 
is Webster County.

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Board of ed OKs money for technology upgrades

As Crittenden County School Dis¬ 
trict’s technology coordinator and 
chief information officer, Ben 
Grainger keeps a full schedule and 
has lofty goals for the district’s wire¬ 
less future. Last week, he got some 
help from the board of education. 

When Grainger is not busy man¬ 
aging most all of the technology for 
the school district, coordinating its 
infrastructure at each school, the 
central office, Pathway Academy and 
food services building, he likes to 
look ahead. One of his main priori¬ 
ties for the future is obtaining fund¬ 
ing for additional technology and 


upgrades at the district’s facilities. 
He said the school district has al¬ 
ready received fed¬ 
eral E-rate funding 
for the elementary 
school, money that 
allowed wireless ac¬ 
cess points to be in¬ 
stalled in every 
classroom. 

Next on his list 
are the middle and 
high schools. Last 
Thursday Grainger 
moved a bit closer to that same goal 
for the secondary schools when Crit¬ 
tenden County Board of Education 
gave the funding go-ahead for com¬ 


pletion of the wireless technology in¬ 
frastructure for the two schools. 
However, Grainger will have some 
budgetary constraints. The board 
agreed $65,000 would have to get 
the job done. 

Dr. Rachel Yarbrough, superin¬ 
tendent of schools, said the goal is to 
eventually implement a bring-your- 
own-device initiative for high-quality 
instruction in the district. 

“Right now we have 25 access 
points in the middle school and high 
school,” Grainger said. “We would 
need one access point in every class¬ 
room because each access point 
handles about 30 to 40 devices.” 

Aside from a wireless hub in each 


classroom, Grainger, a 1999 gradu¬ 
ate of Crittenden County High 
School, will have to install authenti¬ 
cation software to maintain restric¬ 
tions on what students can view 
while online. The Salem resident said 
the system is currently monitored 
when students log onto the guest 
wireless network using school equip¬ 
ment such as iPads. The system is 
designed to time-out about every 
hour. 

“As far as state requirements, I 
have to provide a record of where 
every student visits on the Internet. 
It’s recorded for 30 days,” Grainger 
said. “Each student puts in their 
username and password. If authen¬ 


tication lasts all day, then the next 
student to get that iPad would be 
under the previous student’s ac¬ 
count. So I have to set it where it 
times out every 50 minutes or so for 
each class session.” 

Grainger, who received a bache¬ 
lor’s degree in telecommunications 
systems management and a master’s 
degree in management of technology 
from Murray State University, looks 
forward to the district receiving the 
latest technology so it can benefit the 
students. 

“I enjoy getting new technology 
and state of the art equipment for 
our students to be able to use,” he 
said.

schools serves multiple bene¬ 
fits, particularly keeping kids 
in school. 

Though the health clinics 
will keep their nurses through 
the amended contract, they 
will now be forced to share a 
single clerical worker. Keeping 
an administrative clerk at 
each of the two clinics would 
have cost the school district 
an additional $27,000. 

The need for supplemental 
funding arose out of a wider 
problem faced by district 
health departments across 
the commonwealth. Kentucky 


Spirit, one of three managed 
care organizations (MCO) con¬ 
tracted with Kentucky Medi¬ 
caid Managed Care, has yet to 
follow through on Medicaid 
reimbursements to public 
health agencies in the Blue- 
grass State. 

The MCO owes Pennyrile 
District Health Department 
alone $266,000, which in¬ 
cludes what was billed from 
local health departments and 
school clinics in the five coun¬ 
ties the district health depart¬ 
ment serves. To overcome the 
shortfall, district health de¬ 
partments are left with little 
choice but to ask for addi¬ 
tional money from school dis¬ 
tricts or cut services.

Crittenden County schools 
could have been left with only 
one nurse and no administra¬ 
tive staff had the board of ed¬ 
ucation not amended 
its original $55,000 
contract for the 2012- 
13 school year in order 
to contribute the addi¬ 
tional money re¬ 
quested by the 
Pennyrile District 
Health Department. 

The future of the 
partnership between 
the Eddyville-based

public health agency and the 
local school district is uncer¬ 
tain, said Yarbrough, despite 
what she calls a good relation¬ 
ship between the two entities. 
The school district is facing its 
own budget problems as un¬ 
funded mandates from Frank¬ 
fort and Washington increase. 

"From our perspective 
we're going to have to revalu- 
ate," the superintendent said 
of the school board’s looming 
decision on how to provide 
clinical services at the schools 
next school year. "It's hard to 
justify $80,000.” 

That figure is the total now 
paid out for maintaining the 
health clinics for the current 
school year. The contract with 
the district health department 
ends June 30. A new contract 
will have to be negotiated for 
the 2013-14 school year, with 
the cost to fund the clinical 
services unclear. 

"It's a frustrating situa¬ 
tion," Yarbrough said, stress¬ 
ing the good relationship 
between the health depart¬ 
ment and board of education. 
"We realize we are in the same 
boat together. It has been a 
really good partnership." 

She said much of the board 
of education's decision for 
next year depends on the out¬ 
come of the Medicaid reim¬ 
bursements owed by 
Kentucky Spirit. The local 
board of health could also 
come to play a role in the de¬ 
cision for the next school year. 

"They communicated a 
willingness to help with what¬ 
ever the board of education 
might choose to do in the fu¬ 
ture," Yarbrough said. 

Dr. Johnny Newcom, 
chairman of the board of 


health, explained the group's 
agreement to come to the aid 
of the school district. 

"As a board, we feel that 
the school nurse pro¬ 
gram is not only an im¬ 
portant part of the 
school system, but is 
an imperative," he 
said. "It serves as a 
first line of defense in 
the healthcare process, 
allows teachers and 
administrators to 
focus on their jobs and 
is often the only source 


of health care that some of the 
kids get. 

“Not only as chair of the 
(board), but as a parent of a 
child at CCES, I feel better 
knowing that they are there 
and am grateful to our (board) 
as well as school board for 
making some tough deci¬ 
sions." 

Allison Beshear, director of 
the Pennyrile District Health 
Department, said even though 
staff has been cut at school 
clinics, none of the agency’s 
employees have been dis¬ 
missed from the payroll. 
Those workers have been 
shifted to different roles in the 
hope that cuts can be avoided.

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Transformation only comes from power of God 


We have a word we want 
to emphasize in this writ¬ 
ing, we find it in 2 Corinthi¬ 
ans 3:18, "But we all with 
open face beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, 
are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory, 
even as by the Spirit of the 
Lord." 

The Greek word for 
"changed" in this passage is 
metamorphosis and indi¬ 
cates a complete changing 
in form. In Romans 12:2, 
the metamorphosis is 
translated as "trans¬ 
formed," and is the word 
the English chose from the 
Greek to signify the change 
in nature we know as 
"metamorphosis." Because 
of the great Spiritual Truth 
we may gain from the oc¬ 
currence, we want to exam¬ 
ine it further.

We read of a young Har¬ 
vard scientist in the mid- 
1900s who spent many long 
hours experimenting with 
the silkworm in an attempt 
to discover the secret of 
metamorphosis. After some 
10 years of experiments, he 
finally succeeded. 

Briefly, this is how he 
made his discoveries: 

By dividing the worm 
into segments, and watch¬ 
ing to see which sections 
metamorphosed, and which 
remained the same, he dis¬ 
covered that there were two 
hormone-producing centers 
in the worm—one in the 
brain and the other in the 
thorax—and that these 
caused the worm to change 


form. Neither could cause 
metamorphosis working 
alone, but together, they 
did. 

He proved this by taking 
out the hormone of certain 
worms, then leaving them 
in and so forth. By remov¬ 
ing the brains from the 
caterpillars, he found they 
would live on, but only as 
worms. Then, after re-im¬ 
planting a bit of the brain 
containing the hormone, 
metamorphosis would 
begin to take place. 

But if after implanting 
the hormone in the brain 
the worm was immediately 
tied off in the center, no 
change would take place. 
This proved that the worm 
could derive no benefit from 
the hormone in the head 
alone. If the scientist al¬ 
lowed a certain amount of 


time to elapse after re-im¬ 
planting some of the hor¬ 
mones into the brain before 
he tied the worm off in the 
center, the worm would go 
into full metamorphosis on 
both sides of the knot. 

By these and similar ex¬ 
periments, he effectively 
proved two hormone-pro¬ 
ducing centers were in¬ 
volved in the process and 
that the brain hormone 
simply "triggered" the tho¬ 
racic center into action. 

What a beautiful illustra¬ 
tion from nature of the 
wonderful truth concerning 
transformation. We are, by 
nature, helpless, foolish 
and purposeless. We can¬ 
not change ourselves. But 
the Lord from Heaven came 
into our nature and our 
likeness in order that He 
might bring about a trans¬ 


formation into His nature 
and likeness. 

He does not change us 
by a sovereign act of His 
own will alone, for then He 
would be working counter 
to His plan whereby He 
would have willing and obe¬ 
dient sons and daughters 
desiring to do His will.

ing about a spiritual meta¬ 
morphosis—a complete 
changing of our whole 
being, spirt, soul and body. 

This is God's order in 
restoring man to His image, 


just as it was the order in 
which man fell from His 
image. For Adam continued 
to live on in the natural 
world long after his spirit 
had "died" as far as his re¬ 
lationship with God was 
concerned. So in redemp¬ 
tion, God restores first our 
spirit, then our soul and ul¬ 
timately our body. 

Therefore, we hear Paul 
praying for God's people in 
this sequence—spirit, soul 
and body—in 1 Thessaloni- 
ans. 5:23. 

We have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the 
excellency of the power may 
be of God and not of us, il¬ 
lustrates 2 Corinthians 4:7.

Rocket hoops once hosted at Frances gymnasium 


In the 1954-55 school 
year, the newly-consoli¬ 
dated Crittenden County 
High School had been 
formed for only a few 
years, and they didn't yet 
have their own gymna¬ 
sium. In fact, construction 
of the new gymnasium 
did not start until August 
of 1954. 

In order for the school's 
basketball team to have a 
place to practice, they 
journeyed every day to the 
Frances gym. Bruce Belt, 
one of the star players in 
this article, told me the 
boys that played basket¬ 
ball would have their 
classes in the morning so 
they would be free in the 
afternoon to practice. 

Every afternoon, the 
boys would load a bus and 
be taken to the Frances 
gym where they would 
practice. Then they would 
load back on the bus and 
be taken back to CCHS in 
time to get on their buses 
to take them home. Rocket 
home games would also be 
played in the Frances gym. 

Here are some of the 
highlights of the Rockets’ 
games for that year, taken 
from the archives of The 
Crittenden Press. 

Nov. 5, 1954 

“The Crittenden County 
High School Rockets open 
their basketball season 
Saturday night at Smith- 
land against Livingston 
County High. The Rockets 
lost six of its 10 players by 
graduation last year and 
will be inexperienced in 
game play, but it is hoped 
that the squad will develop 
into an average club as the 
season progresses. They 
have a tough schedule for 
the 1954-55 season, in¬ 
cluding games with Ear- 
lington, Charleston, Holy 
Name at Henderson and 
Paducah Tilghman.” 

It turned out that aver¬ 
age wasn't good enough for 
this determined team. 

Nov. 19, 1954 
Crittenden Rockets 
Score 100 Points 

“The Crittenden County 
Rockets basketball team 
hit their stride last Friday 
night, Nov. 12, at Frances 




in a fast game of basket¬ 
ball with Uniontown High 
School. Two Crittenden 
boys made (a combined) 67 
points. Bruce Belt received 
high scoring honors with 
39 points and Glenn 
Davidson with 28. Other 
scorers were Wring, 14; 
Hodge, 8; Lockhart, 8; 
Crowell, 2; and Bennett, 1. 

“In their game against 
St. Vincent, on Nov. 16, 
the Rockets got off to a 
slow start, holding a 22-21 
lead at halftime. They in¬ 
creased this margin to a 
15-point lead in the third 
quarter. Coach Carlisle 
Towery's boys came back 
strong in the fourth quar¬ 
ter, cutting Crittenden 
County's lead to eight 
points. Coach Towery, a 
former Western (Kentucky 
University) great, (and a 
former Crittenden County 
great) is developing a fine 
team and will be strong as 
the season develops. 
Hogan of St. Vincent held 
high scoring honors with 
21, followed by Bruce Belt, 
Crittenden forward with 
20 .” 

Jan. 7,1955 

Crittenden County Wins 
First Tri-County Meet 

“Showing a lot of flashy 
ball handling and deadly 
shooting, the Crittenden 
County High School Rock¬ 
ets came from behind to 
win in the finals of the Tri- 
County Basketball Invita¬ 
tional Tournament by a 
score of 68-66. Ercel Lit¬ 
tle's Rockets showed the 
power that early preseason 
opinion expected of them. 
They played cool under 
pressure and had to beat 
two very good teams to 
earn the title of champion 
in this first Tri-County 


Tournament. 

“Bruce Belt, who plays 
sometimes as a forward 
and also as a center, did 
an excellent job on re¬ 
bounding and also dis¬ 
played some of that drive 
that made him a constant 
threat during last year's 
hectic season. 

“Another young fellow 
who has begun to come 
along recently is Critten¬ 
den's Lockhart. Playing the 
pivot and also the forward, 
this boy proved during the 
tournament that he is 
going to be hard to handle 
before the season is over. 

“The Rockets trailed at 
the end of the first period 
20-14, and were on the 
short end of a 39-27 half¬ 
time score due to a sharp¬ 
shooting forward of 
Livingston County High by 
the name of J. Thompson, 
who scored 29 points be¬ 
fore the final gun sounded. 
The score was tied at the 
third quarter and see¬ 
sawed several times with 
Crittenden trailing by four 
points at the 2 Vsj-minute 
mark. Two field goals and 
two foul shots shoved Crit¬ 
tenden ahead to stay. 

“Bruce Belt and Glenn 
Davidson were high scor¬ 
ers for the Rockets with 21 
and 20 points, respec¬ 
tively. Crittenden County: 
Belt, 21; Davidson, 20; 
Lockart, 12; Wring, 9; and 
Green, 6.”

“The Crittenden County 
Rockets completed their 
1954-55 regular season 
play by downing a fighting 
Lyon County team by a 82- 
59 score. The Rockets 
showed a lot of speed and 
stamina in scoring 33 
points in the final quarter. 

“Tommy Wring com¬ 
bined with Bruce Belt and 
Don Green in a fast break 
attack that swept the Lyon 
Countians off their feet in 
the final minutes. Glenn 
Davidson set the pace in 
the first quarter by scoring 
nine of the first 10 Critten¬ 
den points, and Keith 
Lockhart, as usual, came 
through with some fine re¬ 
bounding work that made 
possible a lot of fast

breaks. Bobby Don Crow¬ 
ell exerted his authority on 
rebounding when he en¬ 
tered the game in the final 
minutes.” 

Feb. 18,1955 
District Tournament To 
Be At Marion High Gym 

“Elimination play in the 
5th District (composed of 
Salem, Livingston County, 
Marion and Crittenden 
County) will get under way 
in the Marion High School 
gymnasium March 3 at 
7:30 p.m. First round play 
will begin Thursday, 
March 3, with the Critten¬ 
den County Rockets and 
the Salem Red Devils bat¬ 
tling for regional honors. 

“Crittenden has de¬ 
feated Salem four times in 
regular season and tour¬ 
ney games by pretty close 
scores. Salem downed the 
strong Livingston County 
team once and lost by 3 
points in their last game 
and will be regarded as a 
strong threat to the Crit¬ 
tenden team. 

“The Marion Blue Ter¬ 
rors will be trying to make 
good the old saying ‘third 
time is the charm’ as they 
tangle with Coach Frankie 
Wright's Livingston County 
team for the third time this 
season. They lost to the 
Livingston County team in 
a close one in an early- 


season 
game and

March 4, 1955 
Crittenden Players Win

“Bruce Belt, captain and 
forward on the Crittenden 
Rockets basketball team, 
edged Junior Brown of 
Fredonia by 2 points for 
top-scoring honors in the 
5th and 6th districts. (The 
6th District was composed 
of Trigg, Caldwell and Lyon 
counties and Fredonia). 
Belt finished the regular 
season with 606 points, 
and Brown followed with 
604. 

“Tommy Wring also 
landed in the first 10 high- 
point men as a result of 
his 33 points against Lyon 
County last week. Don 
Green, a mid-season first 
team starter, Glenn David¬ 
son and Keith Lockhart 
complete the five Rockets, 
within the first 25 high 



scorers.” 

March 11,1955 
District Tourney 

“Crittenden won the 
first game of the 5th Dis¬ 
trict Tournament by beat¬ 
ing the Salem team by a 
72-46 score. High-point 
men for Crittenden were 
Belt and Wring, with 21 
and 20, respectively, fol¬ 
lowed by Davidson, 12; 
Bennett, 2; Lockhart, 8; 
Green, 11. 

“This would have been a 
heartbreaker. 

“The Crittenden Rockets 
lost the final of the district 
tourney to Livingston 
County by a 75-70 score in 
a hard-fought game which 
saw Crittenden playing a 
poor rebounding game. 
Five Crittenden men 
scored in the double fig¬ 
ures with Wring and Lock¬ 
hart leading the Rockets.

Winter great time to 
teach math skills 



During the cold win¬ 
ter months, it is harder 
to find activities to do 
with younger children. 

It seems all too easy to 
allow a child to spend 
more time on the com¬ 
puter or in front of the 
television. However, 
these activities can get 
in the way of time to¬ 
gether as a family and 
can even impede devel¬ 
opment of important 
kindergarten readiness 
skills. What are some ideas 
that families can do in¬ 
stead to help young chil¬ 
dren learn math skills? 

Bake with your kids. 
Stirring batter, cracking 
eggs and measuring liq¬ 
uids are all great ways for 
kids to have fun while 
learning math skills. Cook¬ 
ing with your children can 
be fun and affordable. It 
also teaches your children 
valuable skills they will 
need in their future. 

Have family game 
nights. Board games are a 
great way to bring the fam¬ 
ily together for lots of fun 
and laughs. They can also 
teach children important 
math skills. There are 
many choices and lots of 
games that are very afford¬ 
able. Let each person in 
the family pick out a fa¬ 
vorite game that you can 


all play together. 

Sorting. Learning how to 
sort out and categorize 
things is an important 
math skill. Let your child 
help you sort the laundry 
or the silverware. Chal¬ 
lenge your child to sort 
their shirts by stripes, 
prints or solids. 

Analyzing. Analyzing 
skills help children deal 
with mathematical con¬ 
cepts. Invite your child to a 
Tupperware challenge. Let 
your child take everything 
out of your Tupperware 
and plastic tub cabinet or 
drawer. Challenge your 
child to find as many ways 
as possible to stack them 
by size inside one another. 
See if your child can find 
different ways to rearrange 
them in the cupboard. Ask 
questions as you do the ac¬ 
tivity such as, why some of 
the tubs will not fit or what 
other things in the house 
can stack inside each 


other. 

Classifying. A third skill 
that is important to help 
children develop math 
skills is classifying. Your 
canned good cupboard or 
pantry is a wonderful 
classroom during the cold 
winter months. Let your 
child get the canned goods 
out and classify them in 
some way. Let your child 
decide how to group them 
- by color, by picture and 
so on. When your child is 
done, guess how she 
grouped them. 

Comparing. Learning 
how to compare things 
teaches children math con¬ 
cepts such as greater than, 
lesser than, geometry ba¬ 
sics and much more. Using 
those same canned goods, 
ask your child to compare 
weight or sizes of the cans. 
Compare the shapes or col¬ 
ors. Compare and contrast 
the content of different 
cans together. 

The next time you find 
yourself trying to think of 
fun indoor activities to do 
with your young children 
when it is cold outside, 
just think about how many 
ways that play can teach 
about mathematics. There 
are endless possibilities 
right inside your own 
home. 


Curriculum prepares preschool 
students for handwriting skills

Sometimes, the best way 
to teach a young child is 
through play. That’s the 
strategy behind the Hand¬ 
writing Without Tears cur¬ 
riculum used in preschool 
teacher Angel McDonald’s 
class. Students are devel¬ 
oping various skills 
through the course of 
study’s Mat Man teaching 
tool. 

“It's not simply about 
handwriting or a monoto¬ 
nous ritual of writing let¬ 
ters,” McDonald explained. 
“But actively involving the 
children in age-appropriate 
activities that will enable 
them to move on to the next 
stage of development,” 

“Mat Man lessons specif¬ 
ically teach the children 
body awareness; organiza¬ 
tion; counting; sequencing; 
and fine motor, coopera¬ 
tion, social and sharing 
skills as they work together 
to build.” 

McDonald said the 
Handwriting Without Tears 
curriculum is specifically 
developed for three-to five- 
year-olds. The program pre¬ 
pares children for formal 
handwriting instruction 
that begins in kindergarten. 


Each lesson incorporates 
music, movement and 
hands-on activities that en¬ 
courage group play, cooper¬ 
ation and participation. 

“I'm an advocate for 
Handwriting Without Tears 
because it works,” she said. 
“It looks like play, but 
through each activity, the 
children are acquiring skills 


that help them to become 
independent writers. The 
proof is evident on the faces 
of our young students, the 
pleasure and excitement of 
coming to school and the 
delight of learning some¬ 
thing new. 

“After all, that's what 
preschool is all about.”

Willoughby 
was born to 
be a runner 

STAFF REPORT 

James Willoughby didn't 
grow up in a sports-minded 
world, but he inherited a 
great deal of athletic ability 
from a grandmother who 
chased chickens and a fa¬ 
ther who corralled cattle by 
out-running them. 

Willoughby chuckles when 
he rewinds memories of his 
"wiry, skinny" grandmother 
chasing livestock around the 
farm and mowing the grass 
with a push mower way up 
into her 70s. 

"I remember watching her 
chase chickens and cows. 
She looked like a blur," he 
said. "My father was about 
six foot tall and slender and 
he could chase down cows, 
too. I guess I got my ability 
to run from him. He had the 
lung and cardiovascular sys¬ 
tem for it and so did his 
mother." 

From that stock grew one 
of Crittenden County's all- 
time greatest runners. On 
Friday, Willoughby will be 
inducted into the Farmers 
Bank Marion-Crittenden 
County Athletic Hall of 
Fame. 

He was a state champion 
middle distance runner and 
a successful collegiate ath¬ 
lete at Western Kentucky 
University where his track 
and cross country teams 
ranked second and fifth na¬ 
tionally at times. His teams 
won several Ohio Valley 
Conference championships 
and Willoughby qualified for 
and participated in the 
NCAA Division I Indoor 
Track and Field Champi¬ 
onships while at WKU. There 
were times he was on the 
cusp of earning All American 
honors, but his times were 
just seconds short. 

A retired teacher from the 
Webster County School Dis¬ 
trict, Willoughby turned 57 
last week. He was a success¬ 
ful high school track and 
cross country coach. His 
teams traditionally ranked 
among the state's top 10 or 
so schools in their division 
and he developed several 
state champions over 20 
years. He left coaching in 
1999. 

Willoughby grew up in 
Frances and remembers the 
first day he ever thought 
about running competitively. 

"Johnny and Bobby LaRue 
were my neighbors. They 
were on the track team at 
the high school and came by 
my house one day running. 
They said, 'C'mon we're only 
going to go a couple of miles.' 
I had nothing else to do so I 
went along," he recalls. "I 
was just in eighth grade, but 
they said you should go out 
for track." 

The next year, Willoughby 
heard someone make an an¬ 


nouncement 
on the 

school's in¬ 
tercom sys¬ 
tem. It was 
calling for 
cross country 
runners to 
attend a 
team meeting 
in the gym. He went. 

"I thought it was for the 
track team. Heck, I didn't 
know the difference between 
track and cross country," he 
said. 

It didn't matter. He loved 
to run and was good at it. He 
ended up sticking with cross 
country, too, finishing sev¬ 
enth and 13 th in the state at 
different times. In the 
spring, he always ran track. 
As a senior in 1974, he won 
a state and regional champi¬ 
onship in the 800 meters 
with a time of 1:58.3. His 
relay team was third in the 
mile by a tenth of a second. 

"We were pretty down 
when we got third," 
Willoughby recalls. "For 
most of the season we had 
the fastest time in the state." 

As a junior, Willoughby 
was among the fastest mid¬ 
dle distance runners in Ken¬ 
tucky, but a transfer to Fort 
Campbell beat him in the 
mile by a fraction. That year, 
rules had changed where 
only the regional champi¬ 
onship advanced to the state 
meet, therefore eliminating 
Willoughby’s shot at a title. 
As a sophomore, he was 
state runner-up in the mile, 
losing by 1.5 seconds with a 
time of 4:35. 

"He got me on the lean at 
the line. I never saw him 
coming, but I don't know if I 
could have done anything 
anyway, I was shot. I had 
done all I could do," 
Willoughby recalls about 
that race for the Kentucky 
championship. 

He was fourth in the mile 
championship as a fresh¬ 
man at 4:42. For all his suc¬ 
cesses in high school and 
college, Willoughby credits 
his coaches and teammates. 

"It all goes back to them 
pushing you in practice, all 
the behind-the-scenes 
work," he said. "I knew noth¬ 
ing about running until I 
joined the high school team." 

Willoughby says he'd still 
be running if the body would 
cooperate. Knee problems 
have stopped him cold. 

"There is a runner's high," 
he said, describing the feel¬ 
ing after a good workout. "I 
guess it's like an alcoholic or 
over eating. You have to 
have it. If I didn't run I felt 
bad. I felt good while I was 
running. I could go out and 
run 10 miles with my cross 
country team (as a coach) 
and feel great in a few min¬ 
utes." 

"But," he said, "I could go 
with my wife to the mall and 
walk for a half hour and feel 
bad." 

Willoughby was a stand¬ 
out in track and cross coun¬ 
try, but was also a pretty

Martin’s arm 
earned him 
state acclaim

It's been more than 30 
years since Turner Martin 
wore the blue and white 
Rocket uni¬ 
form, but 

time has not 
dulled the 
pain and re¬ 
ward he 
gained on the 
football field 
and basket¬ 
ball court. 

Martin was 
known for his scoring and 
leaping ability in the gym 
and for his offensive skills as 
a quarterback. He liked bas¬ 
ketball, he admits, but loved 
football. 

On Friday night, Martin 
will be inducted into the 
Farmers Bank Marion-Crit¬ 
tenden County Athletic Hall 
of Fame along with former 
track star James 
Willoughby. 

It was the contact - the 
jaw-jarring hits only a defen¬ 
sive player finds attractive - 
that touched Martin's com¬ 
petitive spirit. Oddly, he 
played a position where con¬ 
tact is to be avoided. As 
quarterback, Martin earned 
a reputation as a passer. At 
6-foot-4, 175 pounds, his 
long, wiry frame was per¬ 
fectly suited to play there. As 
a freshman, Martin was a 
boy with a bright future. His 
coaches noticed his talent 
early, but were not inter¬ 
ested in throwing him into 
the fray as a ninth grader. 
However, that all changed in 
the second game of his first 
season in high school. 

The Rockets were getting 
trounced by Webster County 
and in the second quarter 
coach Ken Bargo had seen 
enough. The Rocket offense 
hadn't scored in two weeks, 
so Bargo called Martin's 
number at QB. The rest is 
history. Martin went on to 
lead Crittenden County be¬ 
hind center over the next 
four years. Although the 
team's records were poor 
those years (only eight wins 
his high school career), Mar¬ 
tin drew a great deal of at¬ 
tention from opponents and 
statewide observers. He 
ranks fourth on the Rockets' 
all-time completions list, 
fifth in passing yards and 
seventh in touchdowns. He 
was also one of the best run¬ 
ners on the team, rushing 
for 121 in one game his sen¬ 
ior year and earning the 
team's post-season awards 
as the best back and best of¬ 
fensive player. 

Martin started out his ca¬ 
reer as an underclassmen 
kicking, punting and playing 
defense. He was an honored 
kicker, but honestly, it was 
defense he enjoyed most. As 
a senior he was one of the 
team's best tacklers, record¬ 
ing 77 spots during the 1981 
season. Rocket historian 
and statistician Andy Hunt 
said that figure could be a 
record for someone who 
played quarterback and de¬ 
fense. 

"As they say, 'It's better to 
give than receive,' so I liked 
hitting," Martin said. "I 
played safety and coach just 
let me roam around." 

For his final year with the 
Rockets, Martin earned All-

10-14. At the time, it was the 
Rockets’ best mark in eight 
years. 

Martin ranks ninth on the 
team's all-time scoring list 
with 991 points and 13th in 
career scoring average. He

was a very good rebounder, 
largely thanks to his leaping 
ability. Teammates called 
him Darryl Dawkins, be¬ 
cause he could leap like the 
NBA star of the 76ers. 

As a senior, Martin aver¬ 
aged 17 points and eight re¬ 
bounds, earning All-Fifth 
District honors. Against 
Drakesboro, he scored a ca¬ 
reer high 42 points as a jun¬ 
ior. He calls that perhaps the 
most memorable game of his 
career. 

Martin, 49, has continued 
to fill his thirst for Friday 
night football over the past 
decade or so as a high 
school referee. He also had a 
short stint as a para-profes- 
sional coach for the Rockets. 
He is currently changing ca¬ 
reers, pursing an education 
as a registered nurse and 
plans to move to Hawaii. 

Martin's grandfather Roy 
Conyer is also a member of 
the Hall of Fame.

Fishing restrictions 
could be felt locally 

Lyon and Livingston County 
leaders are taking their fight 
against a proposed boating re¬ 
striction at Barkley Dam to the 
nation’s capital. 

According to The Times 
Leader in Princeton, Lyon 
County Judge-Executive Wade 
White and Livingston County 
Judge-Executive Chris Lasher 
are scheduled to travel to 
Washington, D.C., this week to 
meet with Gen. Thomas Bo¬ 
stick, chief of engineers for the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

Officials with the Corps’ 
Nashville District are attempt¬ 
ing to implement a plan to in¬ 
stall buoyline barricades above 
and below 10 Cumberland 
River dams, including Barkley 
Dam. The barricades are de¬ 
signed to keep boats several 
hundred feet away from the 
dam structure. 


Crittenden County Judge- 
Executive Perry Newcom said 
such a restriction could hurt 
commercial fishermen from 
this county. He has already 
contacted lawmakers and Gen. 
Bostick on the matter. 

January weather 
wet, warm, windy 

January was a roller coaster 
of a month when it comes to 
weather in Crittenden County. 

The first month of the year 
closed out with 8.43 inches of 
precipitation having been 
recorded in the county by the 
Kentucky Mesonet weather 
and climate data station lo¬ 
cated in Repton. That is nearly 
a quarter of the entire total for 
2012 (34.95 inches). 

Thirteen of January’s 31 
days saw rain or snow fall in 
Crittenden County, with the 
most coming on Jan. 13 when 
3.16 inches was recorded. 
That closed out a four-day pe¬ 
riod of 6.29 inches of rainfall. 

Temperatures last month 
were erratic to say the least, 
ranging from 70 degrees for a 
high on Jan. 29 to 14.7 de¬ 
grees for a low on Jan. 2. 
There were 10 days that 
breached the 50-degree mark 
and four days during which 
the mercury never rose above 
freezing. 

The average temperature for 
January 2013 was 36.8 de¬ 
grees, slightly cooler than the 
same month in 2012. 

The highest sustained wind 
speed last month was 46.9 
mph, recorded on Jan. 29.

Kentucky ready to 
resume executions 

Kentucky officials say the 
state is ready to resume execu¬ 
tions with new rules that 
change the drug concoction 
used in lethal injections. 

The Kentucky attorney gen¬ 
eral's office told Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Judge Phillip Shepherd in 
documents filed last Friday 
that the new method uses one 
or two drugs instead of three, 
reported The Associated Press. 
That new method also ad¬ 
dresses legal challenges raised 
by inmates. 

Shepherd had stopped exe¬ 
cutions in 2010 and ordered 
officials to switch to a single¬ 
drug or two-drug method. The 
state's latest filing asks him to 
lift the order. 

Defense attorneys say the 
new execution rules that took 
effect last Friday only end the 
argument over the validity of 
the state's former lethal injec¬ 
tion procedure.

state line,” she added. 

The petitions are being cir¬ 
culated around the county 
and outlying areas through 5 
p.m. Saturday. They can also 
be found at Main Street Cafe, 
Hodge Outdoor Sports, Tacti¬ 
cal Arms, Marion Feed Mill 
and Community Farm Store 
in Salem. The signatures will 
be used to convince lawmak¬ 
ers in Frankfort of the need to 
protect Kentuckians’ rights 
from Washington. 

But most state legislators 
appear to already be on board 
with protecting gun rights, 
said state Sen. Dorsey Ridley, 
who represents Crittenden 
County. Ridley has received 
sporadic calls on the topic 
since the first of the year. 

“I don't see (any gun con¬ 
trol bills) on the horizon, be¬ 
cause we support the right to 
own and bear arms,” the Na¬ 
tional Rifle Association (NRA)- 
endorsed Democrat said of 
most fellow lawmakers. In 
other words, the chances re-

strictive firearms legislation 
would be introduced in the 
current General Assembly are 
slim, he suggested. 

Ridley, who has been in the 
the state legislature more 
than a dozen years, has an A- 
plus ranking with the NRA. 
Kentucky’s federal legislators 
also have received A the NRA’s 
top rating based on their vot¬ 
ing record. 

Republican state Rep. 
Lynn Bechler of Marion, new 
to the fold in Frankfort, is also 
a staunch supporter of Sec¬ 
ond Amendment rights. He 


said this week he plans to 
bring forward legislation 
aimed at doing all the state 
can to keep the federal gov¬ 
ernment out of Kentucky 
when it comes to Second and 
10th Amendment guarantees. 

Even law enforcement is 
standing up for gun owners. 
Crittenden County Sheriff 
Wayne Agent said at last 
week’s local meeting that the 
Kentucky Sheriffs Association 
at its January meeting “voted 
to support the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky and the Constitution of 
the United States of America.” 
Of course, Agent said, he’s on 
board with that stance. 

In a rush to beat potential 
restrictions on guns, ammu¬ 
nition or firearms-related 
equipment, gun shops have 
been busy in the last few 
weeks. Ron’s Sport Shop, Tac¬ 
tical Arms and Hodge Outdoor 
Sports all report a shortage or 
empty stores of popular cal¬ 
iber ammunition, particularly 
for .22 long rifles. Cartridges 
for .223s have also been 
grabbed up. 

Ron Marshall, owner of 


Ron’s Sports Shop, said am¬ 
munition has been hard to re¬ 
place. He also said there have 
been more people than usual 
in his store to buy guns since 
last year’s general election. 

At Hodge Outdoor Sports, 
Lucas Rieke said it has been 
the same. “It’s really happen¬ 
ing nationwide,” he said of the 
run on guns and ammunition. 

Rieke said handguns have 
been difficult to keep stocked, 
as have the AR-15s, which is 
currently out of stock at all 
three local gun shops. 

Bill Wheeler, owner of Tac¬ 
tical Arms, said many retailers 
are limiting customers on 
purchases of certain calibers 
of ammunition. It’s because 
demand is outpacing supply, 
he explained. 

Guns are hard to keep in 
stock, he added. In the six 
weeks his store has been 
open, he has sold 210 guns 
and has a long list of orders 
that he cannot fill yet. He re¬ 
ceives about one AR-15 a 
week at his shop, and it does¬ 
n’t last long. 

“They usually last for an 
our or two,” he said.
